Most farmers Who make much pro- 
gress keep accounts, They figure 
closely oh the returns from their 
whole business each year, and also on 
each branch of it. When they sell a 
load of cattle they can tell about how 
they paid out. They know how much 
it costs them to grow corn, oats and 
wheat. They know how much inter- 
est they are making on their invest- 
ments or how much they have left 
out of their income for their own 
time, after allowing current rates of 
interest on their capital. There is no 
other way whereby they can surely 
locate the profitable parts of their 
business rl determine which lines 
are not paying. 

The great trouble with farm ac- 
counts is that they are neglected 
during the summer when work in the 
fields requires long days of attention. 
Then, too, some men do not hit on a 
system of accounts which allows an- 
alysis of the business at the end of 
the year. Accounts miss their most 
important object unless they can be 
summarized to reveal the factors that 
make success or failure. With this 
end in view, some of the county agri- 
cultural improvément associations are 
making an organized effort to induce 
members to keep accounts. A _ spe- 
cial effort in this direction is com- 
mendable, It is getting at the funda- 
mentals of business management, —

infantry officer in England? When 
the order to charge is given the first

advances at the head of his company 
or platoon. Such is the custom of 
this Old England, where the supe- 
rior is not called chief, but leader; he 
does not command, he leads. A 
friend ef mine told me some time ago 
that the average life of an infantry 
officer is five days, counting from 
the time of his arrival in the firing 
line. ~The figure is exaggerated, of 
course; but there is no doubt that the 
casualties among the infantry officers 
are much greater than among avia- 
tors; these are higher than the losses 
of the engineers, and these, again, are 
higher than those of the artillery,

annual wool Nook es at the farm} 
bureau office, 21,46) pounds: of wool} 
were delivered. The price was on the 
basis of merchantable, medium wool 
at, thirty-eight and seven-cighths 
cents per pound, with a third reduc- 
tion for black, burry, seedy, cotted 
and fine. Of the entire amount there 
were only 459 pounds reductions, The 
increase to the farmers was over $772 | 
above the local-price offered.

Russian Cotton 


Textile Ind ustry 


Tendency Is to Manufacture Finer 
Grades of Goods 


An intere¢ting feature in the devel- 
opment of the Russian cotton textile 
industry is the tendency to manufac- 
ture finer’ grades of goods, to meet 
the constantly increasing standard of 
living. Millions of people jn Russia 
today are beginning to dress better, 
and to’ make use of such articles as 
cotton handkerchiefs, collars, etc., 
which formerly had small use among 
the peasantry. -) An investigation of 
the cotton situation in Russia, how- 
ever, does not scem ‘to “Warrant the 
conclusion that Russia will increase 
ve purchases of raw cotton from the 

United States. In Turkestan, in dis- 
tricts north of the Oxus River, there 
is a greatly increased production of 
cotton. Large areas of new country 
are being opened by irrigation, and 
the rapid extension of the Bokhara 
railway system, which now has a ter- 
minus only about 500 miles away 
from British India, at Peshawur, has 
brought great additional tracts of cot- 
ton producing country into easy com- 
munication with the Russian market. 
Leading authorities in the cotton 
trade in, Russia estimate that within 


|about ten years Russia will not need 


to import any American cotton:at all. 


| American seed is being rapidly’ sub- 


stituted for native seed, and improved 
American machinery for ginning, etc., 
has been extensively introduced. It 
Russian Turkestan, 
together with the ‘Caucasus ‘district, 
could, if fully developed, easily pro- 
duce all the cotton that the Russian 
Empire would require for many years 
to come, notwithstanding the steady 
increase in population.
